The Lindell Hotel on 
Fire This Evening. 


A Serious Fire Which 
Startled the Town. 


The Second Experience of the 
Firemen in the Lindell. 


Fearful Panic Amocg the Guests in 
the Hotel, 


The Flames at Last Brought Under 
Control—A Gallant Fight Made by 
the Department Under Difficulties— 
A Houseful of Smeke, 


The fire at the Lindell Hotel this evening bids 
fair, at this writing, to be one of the most disastrous 
in the history of this city. About 5 o’clock 
smoke was noticed issuing from the 
ditterent apertures leading out of the 


the cellar. The cry of fire was at once” rated. but N 


before the work of alarming the inmates of the 
notti could be fairly begun, great volumes of smoke 
rolled up out of the cellar as 
thick, greasy clouds, which slowly 
climbed the grand stair-case, and, like a flood 
poured through every hall and passageway in the 
house and filtered into the rooms. Within a few 
minutes the wildest panic reigned. The house 
has been for some time past a favorite residence 
hotel, and it was full of women and children. As 
soon as these saw the smoke and heard the con- 
fused cries, they rushed pell-mell, shrieking 
and crying, down the stairs. The 
banks of smoke met them and increased their 
fright, but by the bard work of the hotel employ- 
ees and of the Salvage Corps men 
THE HOUSE WAS CLEARED, 

came at once al- 
though the first alarm sent out 
was a still, and the battle withthe hidden 
flame began. That was the peculiarity of the 
fire, not a blaze, not a spark of fire, was 
visible. Everywhere the thick, choking smoke 
poured out, but where the smoke came from no 
one could say. 

it.was known shortly that the fire was confined to 
the cellar. It had started in the store room. and 
the heavy rubbish in the basement was feeding 
it. 

Collector Sexton came up to the scene and as 
sumed charge of the work. In a few minutes he 
had holes cut in the tiling of the rotunda floor, and 
iron shutters pried off from the sides on 
the pavement, Wherever a hole was made 
the smoke surged out, and the nozzles of the pipes 
were turned in, By this time the smoke had be- 
come so banked in the upper stories that it forced 
its way out of the windows from the roof 
down, and made many believe that 
a fiery core existed within. All the experts 
agreed that if the flames went to the elevator the 
Lindell Hotel was gone up, and the utmost 
anxiety prevailed to get a stream into this 
part of the building. The strongest efforts were 
made, but again and again the choking smoke 
drove the brave fellows back. The danger of 
asphyxiation was a very real one. 
One of the firemen of the 16's 
was 80 badly overcome that he 
had to be taken away in an ambulance, So the 
fight went on. At a quarter to 6 nobody had got to 
the elevator. The cellar was evidently a flery hell. 
The pavement of the rotunda was so hot

that it hissed when the water struck it. 
Later, however, the streams were got in, and a 


much more hopeful feeling began to prevail. 

THE CROWD, 
outside a crowd gathered, the like of which has 
not been seen for years, Every one of the hotel 
fronts was fringed by a sea of faces that stretched 


smoke seemed to be their tomb. A reporter of the 
Post-Dispatcn had the utmost difficulty in convin. 
cing Judge Lindley that his family were out 
Mr. Paul Fusz, who boards at the hotel, insisted on 
going in to be sure that his wife was safe. He made

SAVING PROPERTY. 


As soon as it was seen that the hotel would not 
at least immediately burn, many of the guests 
made great efforts to save their effects. 
Ladders to the first floor windows were used to get 
out trunks and clothing. Elleard’s flower. store, 
which is under the hotel, was emptied 

the Salvage Corps. The drug 
store and Boutell’s grocery store were covered 
with tarpaulins, and the various stores on the Sixth 
street front were emptied as soon as possible. 
FIREMEN INJURED. 

In the midst of the bitterest attack of the flames 
and the most desperate efforts to suppress them, 
Jim Gray of the 14's was discovered to be suffocated 
by ithe gas and smoke. He was at workin the base- 
ment where the gas was the thickest. He was im- 
mediately brought out and sent to the Dispensary. 
At almost the same time [Fireman Fitz- 
simmons of the 16s was found 
on the third floor badly under the influence of the 
gas, and for a time it was thought he would not re- 
cover, but quick and ready hands got him out to the 
fresh air, where he revived somewhat. Scarcely 
had he been taken away when another victim was 
discovered in a man who was diligently doing his 
share of the hardest wok. When hurriedly 
carried outside it was ascertained 
that he was James Scott, a gasfitter. He was laid 
on the ground, and after the severest exertions he 
was restored to consciousness, He was taken to 
the Dispensary. 

Mr. A. Whipple, the insurance agent. was seen 
and said: “When I got on the ground, whica was 
pretty well toward the first, I looked up one of 
the wooden boxes surrounding the supply pipes 
and saw it was all ablaze, the flames being seen 
eating their way up the shaft in great red patches, 
and apparently ready to attack the upper floors.” 


The Flames Found, 

When every one supposed the fire had been con- 
fined, a brisk fame was discovered inthe rear of 
the cellar, under the barber on 
the Washington avenue side. Two streams were 
broug bt quickly into service, and not a moment too 
soon, for the fire had crept up the wood work like a 
flash, Even in the old reading - room 
two red spots were discovered, and, on 
knocking off the tiles, a tremendous

volume of flame was found. Strong odors of gas 


prevailed, making it absolutely unsafe to stay in 


plosion as the conquoring influences of the vapor. 
The firemen with the aid of citizens made a solid 
stand against the invasion of the marauder and 
overcame further destruction.

The Fotmer Lindell Hotel Fire. 

The original Lindell Hotel, completed in 1863, 
covered the whole block and was a 
model hotel six stories high of rich 
cream-colored magnesian limestone from 
the Grafton quarries. About 8:30 o'clock on the 
night of March 30, 1807, fire was discovered in the 
upper story and in a short time flames burs 
through the roof and spread on all sides with great 
rapidity. Owing to the great height of the build- 
ing water could not be thrown upon the building, 
and it was soon apparent that the structure was 
doomed, The four hundred guests were saved, and 
much of the furniture and stock. Within three hours 
the fire raged so fiercely that the water thrown on 
it few upward in sheets of steam and the firemen 
turned their attention altogether to the 
saving of the surrounding buildings. At 
midnight the walls fell and all 
that remained of what had been one of the most 
magnificent of American hotels wasa shapeless 
mass of ruins, The loss on buiding was $900,000 
and on furniture, between $200,000 and $300,000,

Germany Not Anxlous to Act as 
Mcdiator—The Recent Battle in 
Afghanistan Greatly Increases the 
Danger of War—England Putting 
the Island of Bermuda ina State of 
Defense.

London, April 28.—The news of another battle, 
though not as yet confirmed, has greatly increased 
the danger of war. The Times says that the rumor 
is probably the first oozing out of news which has 
been officially. suppressed. At present only the 
Independence Belge and the Daily News have re- 
ceived a report of the battle. It is presumed that a 
body of Russians followed a body of 
retreating Afghans, while scouting in the country 
for the purpose of collecting information, and per- 
haps pushed to Chamembeide, thus coming into 
contact with the Afghan troops on the direct route 
to Herat, or a similar movement may have 
been made from Zulfkar or Akrobat. 
At present there is nothing to show where the 
conflict occurred.

Without the Approval of the Secre- 
tary of War—An Order to be Issued 
by the President to Curtail the Gen-

Wisnmorox, D. O. April 28.—For a number of 
days rumors have been rife in the War Department 
that an army order was forthcoming, which, when 
issued, would create considerable surprise. While 
no authentic information is obtainable from 
officials, it is understood that the 
order is to de issued by the 
President, and is to define the limit of the authority 
of the Lieutenant-General of the Army. It was an 
open secret for months prior to Secretary Lincoln’s 
retirement, that a controversy existed between 
bim and Lietenant-General Sheridan relative to the 
authority of the latter. The Secretary of War 
finally wrote a letter tothe Lieutenant-General, in 
which he defined the latter’s authority. It is as- 
serted that Gen, Sheridan has come in conflict with 
the new Secretary of War in regard 
to the same questions as to their respective rights 
of command. On the 9th inst. a general order was 
issued for certain regiments to exchange stations 
by June 1. This order was by Command of Lieu- 
tenant-General Sheridan.” It did not contain the 
name of the Secretary of War, nor the 
words “With the approval of the Secretary of 
War.“ Similar orders, as shown by the records, 
when issued by General Sherman contained the 
name of Secretary Lincoln, In the general order 
above referred to, the Second Reg- 
iment of artillery stationed at Wash- 
ington, was ordered to exchange with 
the Third Regiment of artillery, stationed in the 
Gulf States. Certain surgeons of the army have 
expressed themselves as bitterly opposed to this 
change at this season of the year.

It Starts the Coroner ona Very 


Serious Investigation.

Mr. F. C. Brown Mystifies Deputy 
Coroner Hennessy—A Pathetic Let- 
ter From the Mother of the Dead 
Boy— The Sensation Afforded by the 
House No. 1017 Chestnut Street. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon Coroner Nidelet began 
an inquest on the body of an infant brought to the 
Morgue yesterdag from No. 1017- Chestnut street. 
Although the case was simply reported as a death 
without medical attendance, hundreds of which 
are annually reported to the Corouer, certain facts 
which developed in this case suggested the necessi 
ty of pushing a close investigation. The house 
No. 1017 Chestnut street has been called to 
the attention of the Coroner's office and the public 
generally by advertisements in the daily papers as 
well as by being the scene of trouble which led into 
the courts, The place was formerly presided over 


by Mrs. Seitz. now dead, who managed a lying-in 
establishment there. She marrieda man named 
F. C. Brown, who, after her death, had disagree- 
ments with his step-daughters. Lately the house 
has been under the management of Henrietta Kaed- 
ing. When the body was brought to the Morgue 
a Visit was aid to the house 
No. 1017 Chestnut street, diagonally 
opposite the City Hall. A man answered the door- 
beil and announced bimself as ready to answer all 
questions, or to authoritatively refuse to answer 
any he saw fit. uty Coroner Hennessy, who 
called to summon the witnesses, met this gentle- 
man, who,whei asked what his connection with the 
case was, handed over a business card of F. C. 
Brown & Co., 1006 Washington avenue, statin 
that he was Mr. Brown. When ask 
if he was the head of the house, be 
answered that he was not. He was then ex- 
cused. He did not choose toavail himself of the 
privilege to retire, but continued to meet the ques- 
tions of the Deputy Coroner. Mrs. Henrietta Kaed- 
ing, the proprietress of the place, was calied, and 
when questioned said: The mother of this cnild is 
in Nashvilie, Tenn. At least I received a letter 
from ber tbere.” The letter in discussion 
was found and turned over to the 
police. it is writtenin pencil on manifold paper, 
and in a plain, square hand accustomed to writing.

RAILWAY LITIGATION, 


A Number of Important Petitions in the 
United States Courts. 

The answer of the Central Trust Company of 
New York in the consolidated Wabash cause was 
filed to-day in Judge Treatis court.

road. Ad it has been made in the payment of 
interest of these bonds and the intervenor Prays that 
the order of the court heretofore made making the 
Wabash receiver's certificates a first lien on ail the 
brand roads be so modified as to make them secon- 
dary in lien to the mortgage above referred to.

MILITIA DRILLS. 

Wars and rumors of war abroad have 
direéted public attention to the contrast be- 
tween the vast armies of Europe and the little 
squeds of suldiers we maintain. The impor- 
tance of maintaining an army of volunteer 
militia, well trained and well equipped in each 
State, to defend the country in sudden emer- 
gencies and to form the nucleus of a more 
formidable army when serious war is forced 
upon us, is taking hold of the public mind just 
now, and the coming summer is to witness an 
unusual number of inter-State militia drills 
and encampments, at some of which it is hoped 
that every State in the Union will be repre- 
sented by crack companies and regiments. 

The preparations for the encampment 
and prize-drills at Mobile during the 
first week of May have been surpass- 
ingly extensive and complete, and as 
there are over seventy entries already 
it is probable that nearly all the States will be 
represented, and that it will be the largest mi- 
litia gathering we have ever seen in this coun- 
try. The commandant will be Gen. C. 8. 
BrentLy of Dubuque, and the judges will be 


| officers of the regular army assigned to the duty 


by the War Department, which will hereafter 
systematically participate in and foster these 
militia reunions as the best nursery of a 
national volunteer army. There is also a 
movement on foot, promoted by President 
CLEVELAND, Speaker CARLISLE and the Gov- 
ernors of New York, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania and Kentucky, to secure the 
co-operation of all the States in a grand en- 
campment and prize drill in Fairmount Park 
Philadelphia, in July. All the famous gener- 
als, North and South, are encouraging and 
aiding the movement, and promise to do 
all they can by their presence and counsels to 
make the encampment such a success as to in- 
sure a repetition every year. 

It is proposed to pass these national encamp- 
ments around annually from State to State and 
from city to city, and thus create a more gen- 
eral popular interest in the institution of a 
volunteer army of citizen soldiers. Our people 
certainly do need educationin this direction. 
An army of any sort may be an evil, but it is a 
necessary one. We donot always need one, 
but, when we do, we need it suddenly and need 
it urgently. If we do not soon begin to main- 
tain a good-sized organization of citizen soldiers 
in each State, we shall be compelled to main- 
tain a much larger, much costlierand much 
more dangerous thing, a ent standing army 
of regulars. i 


A motion, fora rehearing of the argument 
in the Virginia coupon case is to be made, and 
it is to be hoped that the Supreme Court will 
reconsider the question involved. The late de- 
cision has not been well received by the press 
or the bar. It practically nullifies the Eleventh 
Amendment, by which the ddoption of the 
Constitution was secured, and the nullifying 
decision not only rests upon a vitiful quibble, 
but is the work of five justices whose opinions 
do not rank in authority with the opinions of 
the four who dissented. The Virginia statute 
was certainly an act of repudiation—an act 
impairing the obligation of a contract made by 
the State—and her own courts should have pro- 
nounced it unconstitutional and void. Never- 
theless, the observance of the Constitution in 
that respect was left to the honor and good 
faith of the States, their Legislatures and 
courts. As Ohief Justice Warrx and) Justices 
MILLI, Gaar and BRADLEY hold, in their 
dissenting opinions, the express purpose of the 
Eleventh Amendment was to put the States on 
their honor with reference to their own bonds, 
and to prevent the United States Courts from 
undertaking the adjudication and coliection of 
such claims against any State. Until . this de- 
cision nullified that amendment, every pur- 


| chaser of a State's bonds knew that he must 


look to her alone for payment and to her courts 
alone for his legal remedies. But now, by the 
transparent quibble that a suit against a State's 
fiscal agentson her contracts is not a suit 
against the State, the jurisdiction of the 
United States Courts has been extended over 
the very claims which the Eleventh Amend- 
ment expressly excluded from their jurisdic-

Railroads Superseding Canals. 
From the Boston Transcript. 

Some ten years ago Mr. Edward Crane defied the 
Massachusetts Legislature and the railroad men of 
the Stace of Massachusetts with a declaration that 
railroad transportation would yet be made cheaper 
than water transportation, and that railway com- 
petition vod drive out lake and canal transporta- 
tion. In the last quarterly report of the Treasury 
Review of Statistics (page 418) it is shown that the 
tonnage transported on the New York State canals 
has fallen from 6,442,225 tons in 1868 to 5,000,488 tons 
in 1884, while the tonnage on the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad has increased in the 
game time from 1.846.599 tons to 10.211,418 tons; on 
the Erie Road, from 8,900,000 to 11,071,000, and on 
the Pennsylvania, from 4,722,000 to 22,588,000. This 
is exclusive of the tonnage moved on the leased 
lines. The tonuage transported by rail on the four 
American trunk lines increased from 44,767,954 tons 
in 1880 to 53,549,316 tons in 1884. .

In moving the vote of credit Mr. Gladstone said 
that the Government considered it necessary to 
have the entire resources of the empire well in 
hand for use and application wherever they may be 
required.

Station. Two men were killed and several injured, 
and both trains badly wrecked. The smash-up oc 
curred about 1:10 o’clock in the afternoon. Pur- 
suing the customary policy of concealment, the of- 
ficers of the road in St. Louis yesterday afternoon, 
particularly Mr. Brock, the master of transporta- 
tion, denied any knowledge of any accident on the 
road. <As the two unfortunate victims of 
the bad management of yesterday's trains 
had been dead several hours when Mr. Birk was 
asked for particulars of the tragedy, it is rather 
singular that he should bave known nothing about 
it. As usual, it was impossible to keep on conceal- 
ing and denying the accident for any time, al- 
though Mr. Brock denied as long as he could. The 
dead and the mangled bodies of the victims were 
brought into St. Louis late in the afternoon, and a 
coroner's inquest held shortly afterwards developed 
the history of the wreck. The trains which struck 
caqp other were the Montesano accommodation go- 
ing north and a southbound special carrying 
a party of Texas and Pacific railroad officials, who 
were on the way to Texas to inspect the road and 
to attend a meeting ef the T. & P. di at 
Texas.

Many years ago while traveling on horseback 
through the rugged defiles of the Eastern Cau- 
casus, I happened to make the acquaintance of a 
Russian officer who has since attained high distine- 
tion, who now occupies one of the most delicate and 
responsible positions in Centrai Asia, and upon 
whose judgment, discretion and self-restraint may 
depend the question of peace or war on the fron- 
tier of Afghanistan. I refer to Colonel Alikhanoff, 
Governor of Merv, member of the Afghanistan 
Boundary Commission and commander of the Rus- 


sian advance at Penj-deh. 

I was on my way from the armed line of the Terek 
to Temir-Khan-Shoura, the seat of the provincial 
government of Daghestan, and had just crossed the 
rugged mountain range of Andi, which separates 
Daghestan from Chechnia. Tired, hungry and 
thirsty from long travel, I rode down late one Octo- 
ber afternoon into à little oasis of greenery at 
the bottom of a deep valley walled in by gray 
desolate mountains and entered a small village of 


flat-roofed adobe houses known tothe Russians as 
the Aoul of Botlekh. There was, of course, in this 
remote and secluded mountain settlement no inn or 
hotel where a traveler could obtain food or shelter, 
and I therefore stopped at an 2 booth in the 
bazaar near the village mosque, ght a loaf of 
bread and half a dozen bunches of grapes, and sat 
in the saddle eating them while my interpreter 
went in search of the head man of the village. A 
crowd of wild-looking mountaineers attracted by 
my unfamilar West- European dress gathered about 
me and proceeded to discuss in the inost animated 
manner the probable nationality of this strange- 
om foreigner and his object in visiting Daghes- 
tan. Just as their scrutiny and comments were be- 
inning to become annoying an orderly, in the uni- 
form of the Caucasian native cayalry, elbowed 
his way through the crowd, touched bis hat to me 
and inguired in Russian whether I was the 
“armenian traveler.“ I repiied that I was a 
traveller but not an Armenian. He said that he

THE GRAND TRUNK. 


Annual Meeting and Election of Directors 
in London, Eng. 

Toronto, April 28.—A cable dispatch from Lon- 
don to the Globe says: The general half-yearly 
meeting of the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
was held yesterday for the purpose of receiving the 
directors’ report and electing directors. Sir Henry 
Tyler occupied the chair. The report showed 


that the revenue for the half year ended December 
81. 1884, was £1,821,747. against 22.054.248 during 
the corresponding period in 1883. The working ex- 
penses were £1,331,783, against £1,396,496. or 73.10 
per cent against 67.98 per cent in 1883, leav- 
ing a surplus of £489,964, against £057,752. 
The addition of various other revenue items makes 
this surplus £537,197, against £756,608 in the last 
half of 1884. When the interest on the debenture 
stocks and bonds, the rent of leased lines 
and the interest on subsidiary lines, 
amounting to £411,807 is deducted. there 
remains a net revenue balance of £125,890. 
This is sufficient for the payment of the full half 
yearly dividend of 4 per cent on the guaranteed 
stock, and of a dividend at the rate of I per cent 
per annum on the first preference stock, leaving a 
small balance to be carried forward. Sir 
Henry Tyler made a long explanation 
of the causes which have conspired together to 
bring on the depression in the road's business.
